Many wealthy citizens of -Atlanta 
who have subscribed liberally to 
other campaigns for the betterment of 
the city have not yet given anything 
to the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion movement. The campaign iead- 
ers believe, however, that these men 
are fully alive to the worth of this 
movement, and rather than see it fail 
will show their customary generosity. 

The fact that the Y. W. C. A. and the 
Boys’ Club have combined in the move- 
ment is expected to influence many 
who have not yet subscribed to ‘‘come 
across,” and many more to increase 
the amounts they have already do- 
nated. 

Collections Reported. 
The collections reported at Friday's 


luncheon totaled $24,675.65 and easily 
surpassed those of any previous day. 
Of this amount the team under “Gen- 
eral” B. L. Willingham brought tn the 
record team coliection of $7,026. Gen- 
eral Whiilingham’s team has been 
maintaining the lead throughout the 
campaign and has a total amount of 
$22,765 to its credit. 

The ladies made their appearance

A summary of the reports indicates 
that Georgia is assured a crop of 
peaches of fair size if further cold 
does not affect the crop. 

Many growers believe that, from a 
commercial point of view, the damage 
to the crop by the cold will be a bless- 
ing, as that portion which remains on 
the trees will mature into perfect 
fruit and command top prices. 

Comprehensive reports received indi- 
cate that the crop of south and middle 
Georgia has weathered the cold in- 
vasion with an average loss of bloom- 


20 per cent. 

The darkest reports come from Amer- 
icus, where it is estimated by growers 
that last night’s frost killed half the 
bloom. 

Even this will leave a fair yield.

N FEBRUARY 9th, a “rider,” a form of legislation positively prohibited in many of the States, was, in the United States Senate, 
suddenly and unexpectedly tacked onto the Postoffice Appropriation Bill (which had already passed the House) providing in 


effect that: 


Beginning on July 1, 1911, the postag 


e rate on every “sheet” of a periodical other than a newspaper on which any advertising is printed 


be increased from one cent to four cents a pound, except that periodicals mailing less than 4,000 pounds of each issue are exempt. — 
The Postoffice claims that second-class mail causes a loss to the Postoffice and is responsible for the deficit; that magazines, 
owing to their longer haul, cost the Government five cents a pound to transport, while newspapers cost only two cents a pound to 


transport; that magazines carry more advertising than newspapers. 


HIS bill, if it passes, means serious loss to all 


periodicals and financial death to some pub- 


lishers. 


The facts and figures prove:— 
That instead of second-class mail causing a 


loss of millions to the Postoffice, the deficits have 
always DECREASED when second-class mail INCREASED, over the 
whole period of thirty-two years in which second-class mail has had the 


pound postage rate. 


(Exhibit A.)

Exhibit A 
Is the Deficit Due to Second-Class Mail? 


HE Annual Reports of the Postmaster General are 
the authority for the following figures: 

In the year 1870 there was a deficit in the 
operations of the United States Postoffice Department 
of 21.4 per cent of its turnover. 

In 1879 there was passed the act that put second- 
class matter on a pound-payment basis. An immediate 
increase in second-class matter began. 

In 1880 there was a deficit {n the Postoffice opera- 
tions of only 9.6 per cent of its business. 

In 1885 was passed the law that made the rate for 
second-class matter 1 cent a pound, which still further 
increased second-class mail. It trebled in the decade 
preceding 1890. 

In 1890 the deficit In the operations of the Postoffice 
Department was &.8 per cent. 

The next decade brought a much larger increase in 
second-class matter than any previous ten years, from 
174,053,910 pounds in 1899 to 382,538,999 pounds in 1900. 

The deficit in the Postoffice operations in the year 
1900 was 5.2 per cent of its business. 

In the prosperous years following 1900 the increase 
of second-class matter was stupendous: from 382,538,999 
pounds in 1900 to 488,246,903 pounds in 1992—only two 
years, 

In 1901, nevertheless, there was a deficit in the Post- 
office operations of only 3.5 per cent of its business. 

And in 1802, the deficit in the Postoff:ce operations 
was 2.4 per cent, the smallest percentage of deficit in 
eighteen years, and the smallest but two in fifty-seven 
years. | 
But fn this year ts seen a new important item of 
expense, $4,000,000 for rural free delivery. Our Govern- 
ment had wisely and beneficently extended the service 
of the Postoffice to farmers in isolated communities. 
By 1910 the Government was spending $35,000,000 for 
rural free delivery, and losing $29,000,000. 

It will be clear from these figures, that, beginning 
with the advent of the second-class pound-rate system, 
the deficit of the Postoffice has steadily declined—the 
decrease being always coinc'dent with the expansion of 
circulation and advertising of periodicals—until in 1902 
there was a substantial surplus, which the Government 
wisely saw fit to use for a purpose not related to the 
needs of magazines and periodicals. 

Since 1902, there has always been a surplus in the 
operations of the Postoffice Department, outside of the 
money the Government has seen fit to expend for rural 
free delivery. In the present year, 1910, the report of 
the Postmaster General shows a surplus of over $22,000,- 
000. The years 1902 to 1910 have shown a surplus in 
the Postoffice profit and loss account aggregating over 
$74,090,000, outside the actual loss on the rural free de- 
livery system. 

It should be borne fn mind that the turning of large 
deficits into actual surpluses, which has come coinci- 
dently with the expansion of second-class mail, of circu- 
lation pushing, and of advertising, is, in spite of an 
enormous expansion in Governmental mail, carried free, 
and Congressional mail, franked. 


Exhibit B 
The Injustice of Discriminating Against Magazines 


HE Postmaster General gives the magazines 

weight as 20.23 per cent of the whole second-class 

mail. Why concentrate all the increase on a 20 
per cent classification? 

The Administration says (a), magazines carry more 
advertising than newspapers; (b), they cost the Post- 
office Department more than newspapers, because they 
are hauled farther. 


(a) It is not true that magazines carry more adver- . 


tising than newspapers. Newspapers, by actual meas- 
urement, carry 4 per cent more advertising in propor- 
tion to reading matter than do magazines. 

(b) The Postoffice Department states that, owing to 
the d'fferent average lengths of haul, it costs 5 cents to 
transport a pound of magazines and 2 cents to transport 
a pound of newspapers. \ 

Besides the cost of transporting mail, figured, of 
course, by weight and length of haul, there are three 
large factors of cost, apportioned according to the num- 
ber of pieces of mail. The second-class mail share of 
these cost items is given by Postmaster General Hitcb- 
cock as $39,800,000. By the Department’s own figures, 
the magazines share of this (proportioned to number of 
pieces) is $2,166,000. The newspapers’ share is $28.- 
782,000. (Arrived at from the Department’s own figures 
and method of figuring.) 

Dividing these sums by the number of pounds of 
magazines and newspapers, respectively, in the second- 
class mail, we have—

THE PROOF 


[N REPLY to the requests of many friends of the magazines, we 
publish this necessari'y brief statistical exposition of the 
reasons why we believe the Senate measure directed against the 
periodicals is unjust, confiscatory and futile. 
The only way we can hope to get the ear of the people in 
time for them to prevent a ruinous injustice is by advertising in 


the daily press. 


The cost of hauling and handling magazines, 

5 cents plus 1.4 cents .. 6.4 
The cost of hauling and handling newspapers, 

2 cents plus 6.75 cents....- . 8.75 cents 

So the Department’s own figures make {t lose on the 
fundamental operations of hauling and handling: 

7.75 cents a pound on 426,223,803 pounds of 
newspapers, or $33.032,844.78 
As against losing 5.4 cents a pound on 154,- 
719,317 pounds of magazines, or.. § 354,843.14 

With a loss, arrived at from its own figures, more 
than 400 per cent as great on newspapers as on maga- 
zines, the Department goes to the magazines, of scarcely 
one-third the weight of newspapers, and with not one- 
twentieth the financial ability to pay such a new tax, to 
meet the whole burden of this futile and confiscatory at- 
tempt to reduce the deficit. 

This is merely a refutation of the Department's rea- 
son for discriminating against magazines. We do not 
believe the figures are r'ght and we do believe that both 
magazines and newspapers help the Department’s fi- 
nances in the last analysis. : 

But the huge injustice and damage of this Measure 
lies in the power given the Postmaster General of life 
and death over periodicals. 

He is the only one to say what is a magazine and 
what is a newspaper. There is no definition of a news- 
paper known in Postoffice regulations that would have 
any bearing on the case where a publisher claimed his 
periodical was a newspaper, not a magazine. Newspa- 
per and periodical are terms used inerchangeably by 
Legislatures and Postoffice officials. 

No man has ever had, In the United States, such 
power over entire industries. Ought it to begin In the 
present situation, where the industries in question are 
largely the outspoken, progressive periodicals, dealing 
more and more every year with public affairs and per- 
sons, and where the censor is the official in charge of 
the political fortunes of his Administration?

What It Would Cost the Magazines 


HE five general monthly standard magazines car- 
rying the most advertising, EVERYBODY’S, Mc- 
CLURE’S, COSMOPOLITAN, THE AMERICAN, 
and the REVIEW OF REVIEWS —-take from their books 
of account the following (their net incomes for 1909 be- 
ing sworn to in their reports to the Federal Corporatio

But, when we come to total the final net 
PROFITS of the five magazines we find 
the figure is 230,734.57 

This is explained by the fact that the cost of manu- 
facturing and delivering 11,068,512 magazines—the 
number mailed to subscribers direct by these five pub- 
lishers during 1909-—-was $1,387,189.80; while the net 
income from these subscribers was $625,298.49, leaving 
a deficiency on subscription account of $761,891.31, to 
be made up from advertising gains, before the balance 
of expenses, including losses in newsstand sales, were 
paid, and any profit showed. 

This disappearance of advertising gain in giving 
tre public a better article is the economic explanation 
of the phenomenon of the handsome, well-edited, low- 
priced American magaz'nes. . The publisher gets, as a 
final result of his Investment and labor, as is shown 
here, less than one-tenth of the money paid to him for 
advertising. 

In 1909, these five magazines, leaders of the 
industry in America, cleared in the aggre-

On their advertising pages alone they paid for 
postage on subscription copies at the 
l-cent-a-pound rate 2 62,926.52 

If the rate had been 4 cents on all sheets on which 
advertising appeared, it is clear that they would have 
paid $188,779.56 more than was actually paid at the 
l-cent-a-pound rate. 

These figures apply only to copies mailed by the 
publishers (on which accurate figures are obtainable). 
They take no account of the newsstand copies, mailed 
at the second-class rates by the news companies of 
the country. The newsstand edition, {n the case of 
two of these five leading magazines, is larger than the 
editions mailed direct to subscr:bers. Those addition- 
al figures could not be obtained in time to meet this 
“snap” legislation. 

These results are for the five concerns in America 
publishing standard magazines carrying the largest 
amount of advertising. 

But the situation of individuals among even these 
five of the most prosperous magazines would be vastly 
more serious. 

One of these five leading monthiies would, with 
an increase of only 1 cent a pound on advertising, show 
in its final profit and loss account for 1909 a loss in 
conducting its business of $18,405.52. 


Exhibit D 
Can the Magazines “Pais On” the Increase? 


HE 4-cents-a-pound rate on advertising would re- 

quire an advance of approximately 50 per cent. in 

subscription prices of the more widely circvlated 
magazines if the publisher is to recoup himself by 
raising the cost of living to the public in its consump- 
tion of magazines. 

Would the public’ pay 50 per cent, more for the 
same article? 

The question is answered eloquently and finaliy 
by the subscription records of the magazines that were 
forced to increase their rates on Canadian subscriptions 
when Canada enforced a 4-cent rate on American peri- 
odicals. As the _ discriminatory rate was later with- 
drawn in certain cases, we have a complete cycle of 
record and proof. 

In June, 1907, the Review of Reviews began to pay 
4 cents a pound postage on Canadian subscriptions, in- 
stead of 1 cent, and in consequence was forced to raise 
its Canadian subscription price from $3.00 to $3.50 a 
year. 

Its Canadian yearly subscribers in July, 1907, num- 
bered 2,973. 

At once the subscription list began to fall off, and 
continued to do so steadily until in January, 1910, it 
had come down to 904 names. 

Early in 1910, the Review of Reviews was read- 
mitted into the Canadian postoffice at 1 cent a pound, 
its subscription price was reduced to the old figure of 


-$3.00, and the Canadian list quickly “came back,” hav- 


ing reached already in February, 1911, the figure of 
2.690 annual subscribers. 


What would happen if popular American maga- - 


zines were increased 50 per cent to the public? 

In this Canadian incident the price of the Review 
of Reviews was Increased only 162-3 per cent. and the 
circulation fell off 69 per cent. 


Exhibit E 
How Magazine Advertising Reduces Postoffice Deficits 


ce HE aston!shing record contained in Exhibit A of 
the absolutely unvarying coincidence of decreases 
in Postoffice deficits with increases in second- 
class mail is square up against the Postmater General’s 
statements that the Department loses 8.23 cents on 
every pound of second-class mail, and loses over $62,- 
000,000 a year as a whole on second-class mail. 


Let us nafl down certain specific examples of a@ 
vertisements inserted in magazines, and follow the ree 
ord r'ght through, of the work they did for the Post- 
office, the expense they put the Postoffice to, and the 
profit they brought it. 

These specific instances tell the story. Read, espe 
clally the first instance--the complete bookKeeping 
transaction of one magazine advertisement in account 
with the United States Postoffice:

Brunswick, Ga., February 24.—(Spe- 
cial)j—Bearing with it the unanimous 
approval of one of the most representa- 
tive gatherings ever held in the south- 
east the drainage law proposed for 
Georgia was adopted at the morning 
Session of the Georgia Drainage con 
gre#s here today. 

The proposed law is almost a dupli- 
eate of the drainage law in North Car- 
Olina and although a general law is 
optional the legislative committee, 
through Judge J. L. Sweat, chairman, 
reported the bill, recommending at the 
same time that the present Georgia 
law, which so far as adequate drain- 
ege is concerned, is no law, be repealed, 
excepting the law passed for Chatham 
county. 

The law that willl be agitated tin 
the state was drafted by J. LL Sweat, L. 
'R. Aiken and R. DP. Leader and con- 
tains forty sections. 

The principal addresses of the con- 
vention were made by 8. W. McCallie, 
state geologist, and Governor-elect 
Hoke Smith.

BANK MAY WITHDRAW 


MAN FROM BANKRUPTCY | 


Swainsboro, Ga., February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-It is currently reported that the 
Bank of Graymont will now withdraw 
its objection to the discharge of R. A. 
Williams, Jr., in bankruptcy, now that 
the deed to Williams’ land, which he 
made to the bank prior to bankruptcy 
proceeding, has been confirmed in the 
bank. 

This is a case that has been on the 
docket for a number of years, having 
been stubbornly fought all the way 


through. In 1908 Williams was put into 
involuntary bankruptcy by the Bank 
of Graymont, which he owed about 
$35,000. The bank secured from Wil- 
liams prior to this time a deed which 
the trustee and general creditors said 
was a void deed since they contend the 
Pank of Graymont was not a preferred 
creditor. This case was finally appeal- 
ed to the United States court, where 
the title wag confirmed in the bank a 
few days since. 

There only remains one other point 
in the case, and that is the discharge 
of Williams, the bank objecting to his 
being discharged, alleging that he fail- 
ed to swear to.his schedule, and thut 
he concealed his assets. It is believed 
now that the bank w!Ill withdraw its 
objections, since it is stated that it 
has received all the money.

THE RAILROAD RATE DECISION. 


In the most far-reaching decision in its history, the inger- 
state commerce commission denies to the railroads the right to 
add $27,000,000 annually in freight tariffs to tHe burdens already 
borne by the shippers of this country, 

Commissioner Prouty, of Vermont, who wrote the decision 
affecting the eastern territory, gave the gist of the conclusion 
when he said, answering the railroad plea that increased rates 
were indispensable for the financing of improvements and bet- 


terments— 
This argument does not appeal to us. We doubt the practical difficulty 


suggested (that of obtaining by loan sufficient money to finance the roads), and, 
were it true, it is not apparent that the general public should stand responsible 
for the mistakes which have been made in financing these railroad systems. 

It is evident that the cramped position in which the railroads 
now claim to find themselves is the product of their own mistaken 
policies. 

Revenue.that should have gone into up-keep, improvements 
and extensions has either been dissipated in “melons” or diverted 
into high financiering for the purpose of gobbling new lines, in 
the craze for territorial aggrandizement. 

The railroads will quickly adjust themselves to changed con- 
ditions. The volume of freight to be handled is growing every 
year and the net revenue of the railroads is likewise increasing. 

The main thing is that uncertainty—in itself more harmful 
than the disappointment of the decision—is ended. 

The railroads know now exactly where they stand. 

The readjustment necessitated by the decision will be easily 
accomplished with the aid of the present and increasing prosperity 
of the country. 

A year or two ago, with depression around them, the situation 
might have worked hardship on the carriers. 

- No such development is now to be feared. 

_The acumen and technical skill at the disposal of the railroads 
will be sufficient to work out the problem with negligible embar- 
rassment, and American business will go steadily forward to new 
achievement.

The 
expansion, while quite marked when 
compared with the two preceding 
weeks, when weather conditions were 
unsettled, has, however, been rela- 
tiveiy slow and acutious, and conserv- 
atism, which finds reflection in small 
iOt buying, continues the pre-eminent 
feature in the market for dry goodg, 
wearing apparel and Kindred lines. 
Most activity in the dry goods trade 
has been reported at a few large east- 
ern and western centers, and at the 
southwest, where spring buying ex- 
cursions have begun. The approach 
of the carnival season has also helped 
retail and wholesale trade in such 
centers as New Orleans. Reports as 
to 6collections are not materially 
changed, and they still largely range 
from slow to fair. 

Favorable reports continue to ema- 
nate from the iron and steel trade. 
Shipments from the mills are increas- 
ing and new orders are coming out in 
larger volume, with the lighter fin- 
ished lines Jeading in point of activ- 
ity. Mills. turning out tin plate and 
wire are in the forefront, with per- 
haps 90 per cent of their capacity em- 
loyed. Better reports are made re- 
garding pig iron, and the railroads are 
probably buying at a better rate than 
s gencrally believed. Kixport trade, 
too, is satisfactory. However, the close 
of the week brought some unsettling 
news, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion having by a unanimous vote de- 
cided against the proposed rate in- 
ereases. $t is too early to gauge the 
full effects of the decision 

Business failures in the United 
States for the week ending February 
23 were 228, against 235 last week, 
254 in the like week of 1910, 244 in 
1909, 311 in 1908 and 194 in 1907. Busi- 
ness failures in Canada for the week 
number 26, which contrasts with 34 
last week and 28 in the like week of 
1910. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending February 23, aggregate 
1,905,559 bushels. against 2,180,921 last 
week and 1,846,332 this week last year. 
For the thirty-four weeks ending Feb- 
ruary 23 exports are 79,530,757 bush- 
els, against 107,080.456 in the corre- 
sponding period last year. Corn ex- 
ports for the week are 1,857,876 bush- 
els, against 2,028,198 last week and 
729.824 in 1910. For the thirty-four 
weeks ending February 23 corn exports 
are 29.01°9.204 bushels, against 17,908,- 
171 last year.

A full page ad appears in The Star

Heads of Larger Systems Take 


Pessimistic View of Board's 
Decision, 


SENTIMENT OF ROADS 
NOT GENERALLY ‘SHARED 


Large Financial Interests Be- 
lieve Shippers’ Victory Has 
Unduly Alarmed Railroads. 
Demoralization on New York 
Stock Exchange Now Justified 
by Decision---Board Observes 
Result of Decision With Keen 


Interest. 


New York, February 24.—The ship- 
pers’ victory over eastern and west- 


ern railroads in yesterday’s decision of 


the 
enjoining increased freight rates was 
the axis about which 
world swung today, yboth here and 
abroad, and was responsible for a per- 
fod of demoralization on the New York 


Stock Exchange. 

Railroad heads continued to express | 
pessimistic views of the situation and | 
both here and in Chicago railroad offi- 
cers, together with their bankers and | 
counsel, discussed the situation and 
decided to hold conferences on Mon- 
day. 

At these meetings, it is understood 
plans will be made looking to an ap- 
peal to the new commerce court. 

Because of the difference in time, the 
local market had ample warning from 
London of the effect of the decision. 
There prices of American securities 
declined from two to eight points be- 
fore the opening in New York and dur- 
ing the day in London it is estimated 
the selling movement of Americans 
reached 400,000 shares, the greater part 
of which was for the New York ac- 
count. The trading is said to be the 
heaviest of any session in London since 
the so-called Venezuelan panic of 1895 
and according to private cable advices 
such issues as Reading, Union Pacific 
and United States Steel were almost 
without takers even at marked reces- 
sions. -y 

Early Slump Followed by Support. 

In this clty the opening features 
were steel, Reading and Union Pacific, 
which came out in fnitial blocks of 
36,000, 10.000 and 5,000 share lots, re- 
spectively, and the losses ranged from 
65-8 in Reading to 4% in Steel. Many 
other issues suffered greater losses, 
among them some standard dividend 
payers. The early slump was followed 
by concerted support which appeared 
to come from the most powerful fin- 
ancial factors and the market then be- 
came dull and partly stronger. It was 
not until the final hour, however, that 
the list made its greatest headway 
toward improvement, and closing prices 
were from one to three points above 
the day’s low level. 

Various expressions of opinion on 
the decision were uttered by the heads 
of railroads, most of whom sought to 


place a most unfavorable and discour- | 


aging tmterpretation on the outcome. 
This sentiment was not altogether 
shared, outwardly at least, by financial 
interests, which seemed to take the 
result with greater equanimity. 

It was pointed out in some bank- 
ing quarters that the decision more 
clearly defines the finamcial status and 
responsibilty of transportation com- 
panies, and throws light on certain 
legal questions which have heretofore 
been more or less obscure. It is pos- 
sible that some of the smaller railroads 
may deem it necessary to enter upon 
a program of retrenchment and econ- 
omies, but this, it is bellfeved, wil] not 
apply to the more important lines. 
Extensions to Harriman Lines Won't 

Be Stopped. 

There is authority for the statement 
that the proposed extensions: and new 
constructions on the Harriman lines, 
as recently announced, will not be 
abandoned. What effeot, if any, the de- 
cision may have upon proposed rail- 
way financing did not develop in the 
course of the day. 

Pending Monday’s meeting no offi- 
cial action will be taken by the rail- 
roads and even then the plans laid will 
be of a preliminary nature. 

It is pointed out that the commis- 
sion as yet has not issued any order 
upon which an appeal oan be taken and 
it is understood the fight will be 
opened with an attack on that part of 
the Elkins law which gives the com- 
mission power to suspend rates.

WHOLLY MISUNDERSTOOD. 

Washington, February 24.—Officials 
or the interstate commerce commission 
it is hardly necessary to say, observed 
with keenest interest today results of 
and comments upon the decision of the 
commission fn the railroad rate cases.

In point- 
ing out some of the discriminations 
in the bill, from his potnt of view, the 
Texas senator said that while 
agreement admitted wheat and cattle 
free, it retained the duty on flour and 
beef meat.

Stone Defends Measure. 


Senator Stone, of Missouri, minority 
member of the committee, announced 
his intention of supporting the meas- 
ure on the ground that it would be in 
the line of wise and progressive 
statesmanship. 

Speaking briefly for a second time, 
Senator Bailey stated that while op- 
posed to the bill, he would not seek 
to delay its passage. 

“TT am ready to vote on it as soon as 
the Lorimer case ts disposed of,” he 
gaid. “If the legislation should reduce 
the oost of living it would do so at 
the expense of the farmers along the 
northern boundary, and I should be 
greatly ‘concerned in observing their 
settlement of the question with those 
responsible for its enactment.’’ 

The bill went on the calendar, where 
it is subject to consideration when- 
ever the. penate may decide te take
